The Association was called to order by the Moderator. 
Report on General Education was read by Eld. H. W. 
Rockett—its discussion and adoption postponed. 
The following report on Foreign Missions was read by 


“Bld. R. G. Hewlett: 


Report on Foreign Missions. 


Your committee does not think it necessary to show from 
the Scriptures, that it is the duty of Christians to preach the 
Gospel to every creature in all the world, as we are professed- 


let us boldly enter the conflict, and use our best efforts to con- 
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ly a missionary body, but would show what is being done to 
spread the Gospel in foreign lands, and the extent to which 
Christian effort has been blessed in Christianizing the heathen 
world. , 

In reference to the work of Southern Baptists, the tollow- 
ing is taken from the report of the Foreign Mission Board, 
made to the Southern Buptist Convention, at Columbus, in 
May last, work for the preceding’ conventional year. 

Money collected $46,820 48, expended $46,179 43, leaving 
on-hand $641 05. 

Missionaries have been employed in different parts of Amer- 
‘ea, in Europe, Asia and Africa. 

Thirteen Baptist churches have been organized in Mexico 
since January Ist, 1864, not all, however, under the labor of 
our Board. 


I believe five of them have been disbanded, 
leaving at present, eight, with 


two hundred members. Our 
Missionary was murdered, supposed, through Catholic influ- 
ence, but another has taken his place. 

Bro. W. B. Bagby and wife sailed as missionaries to Brazil, 
in South America, in January last, whither they arrived in 
due time, and at last accofints were entering upon their work. 
Two hundred Baptists reported in ‘South America. Our own 
Mississippi Bro., David is still at work in Africa. Reported 
twenty-two recent baptisms. 


CHINA MISSIONS. 


We have at Canton, Bro. Graves and wife, Miss Lula 
Whilden, Bro. Simmons and wife, Miss Sallie Stein, with 
twelve native assistants. Baptized here, seventy-two; pupils 
in school, one hundred and ninety ; church members, five hun- 
dred and forty-three; contributions, $474 14. 

At Tung Chow, labors, Bro. Crawford and wife, Mrs. 
Holmes, Miss Moon. ‘Baptized, eight; membership, eighty- 
threes average school attendance sixty ; Sunday-School, one 
hundred. 

Bro. Yates has in charge the Shanghai Mission, reported 
twelve baptisms, eight native, four European; 2 total mem- 
bership of one Laindired and three; contributions, $258 22. 
Bro, Yates is assisted by his wife, in teaching. 

At Shin Heing and Hong Kong, twenty-four baptisms are 
reported, with a membership of one hundred and twenty-one. 


EUROPEAN MISSIONS. 
At Rome, are Bro. Taylor and wife, and Bro. Eager and 
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wife, aided by ten native helpers, jn various parts Italy. Bap- 
tisms reported, twenty-six; membership, one hundred and 
seventy-five. During the Conventional Year, ending Ist of 
May, Mississippi contribtited to Foreign Missions, $3,657 42. 

Outside of our Southern Baptist work, we report the mis- 
sionaries of the American Baptist. Missionary Union, during 
last year, ending April 1st, baptized, 49,143 converts, The 
Union has in all, 89,272 members, at its various stations, 

An Indian family went to missionaries and begged for 
teacher, and one was sent. Result, reported 1,398 conver- 
sions. 

Rhenish missionaries, in Sumatra, repoit six hundred and 
thirty-eight oe during the year. 

There is said to be 350,000 Christians in P. 
that one copy of the Gospel of John, has led sixty families in 
Japan to renounce ido atry. Reported, five hundred and 
eighty missionaries of all denominations, now laboring in 
Africa. 

The Morovians have been at work in Greenland, about six- 
ty-two years; now have more than 70,000 members. 

Japan reports four religious newspapers. The oldest church 
in this country was established eight years ago. They now 
have seventy churches, with 1,200 members, 

The Baptists claim, in China, a membership of something 
over 2,000. Supposed to be some 17,000 of all denomina- 
tions, while in India, a professed membership of about 500.- 
000; and the same in Africa, including Madagascar, while 
there is a remaining population in these countries of some 
850,000,000, who are without the Gospel. There is supposed 
to be about 10,000 converts in Turkey, with a population of 
30,000,000, : 

It may be safely said that two men out of three of the pres- 
ent population of the world, have never heard of Christ. This 
population is passing into eternity at the rate of 3,000,000 per 
month, or 100,000 every day, while Southern Baptists are 
giving an average of three cents apiece per year to send the 
Gospel to them, while thére is only an average of 11 eents 


given among all denominations in the United States, while 
the church of England gives an average of one dollar per 
member, and the church of Scotland one dollat and eighteen 


cents per member. I have raised from the churches to which 
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ject of Foreign Missions, published in the Prophetic Times, 
from which I make the following quotation: 

“ North America has heard this Witness Gospel from the 
Gulf to Hudson Bay. The Alents have been reached from 
the United States; the Canada churches have joined with our 
work among the Indians. Nor is there in North America a 
spot of inhabitable earth where this Gospel is not as free as 
air, to be preached without let or hendrance in our day. Sim- 
ilarly, in South America, Patagonia lay for a long time unoc- 
cupied. In 1872, and 1874, its work had extended as far as 
the Indians of Brazil, notwithstanding its being Romanized, 
it has been opened to the Gospel ; missionaries have preached 


_ in its towns and villages. 


The Archipelagos of tlie South Seas, from the Hawaian Is- 
lands to New Zealand, have been evangelized, while Polynesia 
is in a great measure, christianized. So is the great Austral- 
ian Continent; its natives gradually, are reached by the Gos- 
pel. _ The same it is with New, Zealand and Van Diemen’s 
Land. 

The Spice Islands have been cared for by the Hollanders; 
the Rhenish mission have four acted thousand native 
Christians in Borneo and Sumatra; New Guinea was 0 ened 
within same years, Phillippian Islands and New Caleiaats: 
respectively, Spanish and French, are closely connected by 
traffic and government with the christian world. Japan is 
another instance that the end is approaching, the Gospel has 
been introduced, and its influence. So China is accessible in 
many parts of it. India, Siam, Persia and Turkey, have 
many devoted men and women occupying the field. India, 
Afghanistan, and Beloochistan have not escaped christian in- 
fluence. The Bible in Arabic was completed in 1865, and 
since then it has gone from Tunis to Morocco, through all 
North Africa as far as the Nile. From Constantinople to 
China, the Sheiks, on the Arabian and East African coasts, 
read it gladly. By Livingstone’s march through the South, 
Cameron’s march through the regions North, and Stanley’s 
march from Zanzibar to San Panlo de Loandas, these explo- 
rers have opened the way for the Witness Gospel to be plant- 
ed there; for such work as that of Mr. McAll, in France, and 
of the Waldensian free church in Italy how recently the 
way was opened. - 

There is one place—the Peninsular of Corea, neither Chi- 
nese nor Japanese, where the Bible nor Missionary has been 
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try as Ernest Appent declares have been driven out; and 
even they, feel an utter contempt for Buddhism, which is 
their only religious system, while the priests of that religion 
are despised on account of their immorality and ignorance. 
Mr. Appent declares that if the access can be obtained, there 
is not among all the Asiatic notionalities, a people more in- 
clined to believe the Christian truth than the Corean, because 
they decided matters of beliet from conviction, and not from 
mercenary motives. The policy of this land is absolute ex- 
clusion, which has been enforced by an iron hand. And this 
is the only nation in all the world, to whom this Gospel of the 
kingdom has not been proclaimed as a witness. From 1797, 
this determined people have held their position, But the 
Presbyterian Union, of Tokio, Japan, are contemplating and 
planning for extending the mission work te Corea. “And 
then shall the end come.” 

When this last stronghold shall yield to heaven’s noise, 
when this earnest, music loving people shall have heard the 
Gospel, when the electric circuit js at last made, the “glory of 
the Lord shall come with a suddén flash, from East to West, 
and all flesh shall see it.” 

Even so, Lord, may it be. Amen.

Half the salary of brother A. H. Booth—evangelist among 
the colored—whose labors we so highly appreciate, is paid by 
our Board, We notice that the expenditures of the Board 
(in last year’s report,) are more than the receipts. It is neces- 
sary to use more diligent efforts to support it, and, therefore, 
brethren, it takes dollars and cents to carry on this grand 
work, and we can and must give more. We advise pastors to 
preach it—talk it, and pray it.

Report on Sunday Schools. 


We, your Committee on Sunday-schools, beg leave to report 
that the cause of Sunday-schools, in the bounds of our Asso- 
ciation, seem to have received a new impetus in the last year. 
Some of the reports made in the church letters sent up to the 
Association are quite encouraging. But we are pained while 
saying some of our churches make no report of Sunday- 
schools. This drives us to one of two conclusions: They 
either have no Sunday-schools, or they do not consider the 
work of enough consequence to report it. If either of these 
conclusions be correct it is to be deplored. It is hoped that 
this Association will serve to bestir the delegates from these 
derelict churches to a sense of their duty in this line of christ- 
ian activity. 

We heartily recommend to the churches the use of ‘Kind 
Words,” the Sunday-school paper of the Sonthern Baptist 
Convention, and for teachers, the “Baptist Teacher,” publish- 
ed by the American Baptist Publication Society. 

We renew the request made by the Committee on Sunday- 
schools of last year—that the churches be requested to forward 
in their annual letter, a regular statistical report of their Sun- 
day-school work,

REPORTON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


The world is Open at last, tothe preachitig of the Gospel, on 
a large scale. God has now set before us an open door which 
no man can shut, and the moral grandeur of the mission work 
invites lis to come and: take possession ofthe field, According 
to our strength, Southern ‘Baptists have done very little in this 
department of Christian work, Recent reports show that we 
have'given only six or seven cents per. member to Foreign 
Missions, while other denomiaations have given, some of them, 
more than one dollar per member, Here is'‘much room for im- 
provement—a wide field for exercise in benevolence and Chris- 
tian duty. We have sixty-one missionaries in foreign lands 
under the direction of our Foreign Mission Board. ‘Othets are 
ready ‘and Willing to go as soon ‘as funds can, be obtained to 

‘sdpport ‘them. 
Including native assistants, we have th Chita, thirty-five 
missionaries; eight in‘ Africa, fourteen in-Ttaly, thee’ in’ Brazil, 
and one in Mexico, It ought to make us feel very utipleasant 
to know’ that this Board represents *thore than‘a iltion‘of Bap- 
tists. ‘This missionary ‘force “ought to be’ iiéteaded® ten-fold 
withdilt'ady duiay. Another thing which shdala “totise. us to 
“prédtér eHOPEs dnd “a ‘Hobler “eHthinsidahi “ih “the ‘Wbth, is the

But the Baptists have only 162 mission- 
aries and 1052 native preachers, and spent only $274,961 for 
the same time, and yet we have a membership of 85,308, al- 
most twice as many. Surely these facts ought to encontage us 
in our work and inspire our hearts to larger desires and greater 
zeal, In that God has given us success $0 for beyond others, 
he seems to indicate that we are,the people for this work, He 
seems to give us a second commission and a louder call to com-_ 
mission and a louder call to come and possess this great field, 
“white unto the harvest,” for Him. Let us accept the com- 
mission and heed the call. We would recommend to the mem- 
hers of our churches to take the Foreign Meine Journal and 
themselves posted about our mission work.

The reports of Standing Committees were called for. Elder 
R. G. Hewlett read the folloing : 


REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 


Temperance defined by ‘one word is “moderation;” and while 
there are precepts of a general and special character in the 
Scriptures requiring temperance, and while the domain of 
thought, feeling, desire, word and act may be subject, to a cer- 
tain extent, to its laws. Yet there are certain things that lie 
beyond its sphere. Some things that may be indulged in with- 
out any regard to moderation or limit, and others the indul- 
gence in which,to the least extent is sin against God, and there- 
fore prohibited. And between these extremes are many things 
that may be indulged, or used, to a greater or less extent, ow- 
ing to circumstances. 

The first of these extremes, I will say for ‘convenience, lies 
above temperance restrictions. Under this head‘may be classed, 
love to God, love to man, zeal for God; of Christ it was said 
“The zeal of thine house hath eaten me up.” So great was his 
zeal for God. Also, desires and efforts for more grace, as we are 
told to covet earnesly the best gifts, Efforts to save men by 
the Gospel ; preach the Word in season’ and out of season, as 
Paul’s example in preaching all night on one occasion. In these 
we may go immediately to the full extent of our ability, know- 
ing that against them there is no law. 

So there are things of an opposite character in the opposite 
direction, that I will say lie below the sphere of temperance; that 
may not be indulged to any degree without doing wrong. 
These we may mention: blasphemy, hatred, malice against God 
or man, envy, covetousness and all things of a kindred charac- 
ter, including all efforts to gratify or consumute these or any 
other unlawful feelings, purposes, desires or appetites, such as 
theft, robbery, slander, murder, etc. No modesation lawful 
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here. God’s “Thou shalt not” means prohibition. And the 
indulgence in any thing, the legitimate tendency of which is in 
the direction of a violation of these laws, is forbidden by at 
Jeast the spirit if not the letter of the law. If I tell my son he » 
must not raise cockle-burs on my land, it would hardly satisfy 
me when I see him planting cockle-bur seed for him to tell me 
that he would watch the plants when they came Up and cut 
them down before they matured, I would soon give the young 
d that forbidding the raising of cockle- 


gentleman to understan 
burs forbids the planting of the seed and every thing else that 


might result in their being rajsed. 

It is some times said that every, creature of God is good, and 
is to be received with thanksgiving, as I heard a Baptist preach- 
er say once in the way of an apology for taking “hitters.” Note 


here. 
1. Creature of God. eee 
Possibly some things just as they are, may not be of God. 
Gunpowder, for instance. While the elements of this compo- 
sition are of God, yet gunpowder has not been found as a natu- 
ral produgt, but.is the yesult of man’s fruitful efforts and skill. 
Again some things may be good for certain purposes, but not 
good for certain other purposes. For example, it might an- 
swer well enough to use gunpowder to blast a rock or kill a 
bear, while it would not be suitable for bitters or soup, and 
would be wrong to use it in murdering a man. , 

So strychnine, arsenic, etc., might be appropriat ly used by 
scientists, manufacturers and druggists ; but we would not, 
therefore, conclude that these . articles should lie around loose 
‘and be used indiscriminately, but would think that they should 
be kept undgr lock and key. And good judgment would say 
that all articles of a similar character should be kept in the 

same place, The rattlesnake is a creature of God and may be 
good in its place, but it would strike us as rather thin and far- 
fetched, to be told that because of this we might take the viper 
to our beds and bosoms. 

As temperance and intemperance are opposites, it is very 

difficult to say much about the one without saying something 
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fs) ; 
about the other, and as a report on temperance is expected to 
deal with the whisky question,I propose now to say some things 
about intoxicants and their use. Christ tells us that a tree is 
known by its fruits, and all observation and experience in na- 
ture lend their support to this truth. I, therefore, propose to 
examine the whisky tree by this rule in order to show up its 
character. If we find by the fruit the tree to be good, fet us 
all seek refuge neath its shelter; but if it be evil,let us all unite 
in cutting it down, as the Master tells us that every tree that 
bringeth not forth good fruit is to be hewn down and cast into 
the fire. 

First, we will look at the financial-character of this tree, see 
what it costs in dollars and cents to keep it in its present con- 
dition. It is stated that according to the United States census 
for 1870, that the total amount of products from all sources ‘by 
sea and land for that year was $7,009,318,989. Expended in 
support of the drunkards tree—whisky—in 1867, $1,483,491,- 
865, more than one-fifth of the annual ‘income of the whole 
United States from all sources, being nearly the value of the 
entire live stock of the nation, more than the total wages of the 
entire laboring classes of the country, and two and a-half times 
a8 mach as the entire food bill for the population of the land, 
and about four times as much as the clothing and shoe bill; 
money enough to furnish five barrels of four per year to. every 
man, woman and child in the nation, And yet we complain of 
the high prices of provisions, scarcity of money and hard times. 
It supports four grogeries to every church, and six bar-tenders 
to every preacher in the land. And where one dollar is spent 
for religion, whisky and kindred drinks get thirty. 

There are 164, 729 saloons in the United States, being one 
saloon to about every 300 persons. Mississippi has 1,729 sa- 
loons, being one saloon to every 654 persons, costing the state 
annually about $15,000,000, 

Verily, in dollars and cents this is a costly tree. 

And what does all this expenditure of money bring to the 
nation? We have the figures in round numbers, as follows : 

Criminals sent to prison, 100.000. 
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Persons sent to poor-house, 200,000. ¥ 
Orphans sent into the streets, 200,000. 
Murders and suicides, 700. 
Funerals, each day in the year, 500.

curses upon their posterity’ by drinking from the drunkard’s 
cup. 

3. It is’a sin for men to bring ‘poverty, suffering, infamy, 
hunger and nakedness upon their wives and children by drink- 
ing the damning draught. 

“t It isa sin to Seas examples before our children and 
others by drinking, or getting drunk or partially drunk, by 
which they may be led into drunkennéss and crime, perhaps to 
prison and a drunkard’s grave. os rite 

5. It is a sin for men to encourage this great evil by visiting 
those places where drunkards are made, atid where contention, 

strife, theft, robbery and murder originate. 
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6. It is a sin to lend our aid in any way to these influences, 
by signing petitions, or otherwise. 

7. It is a sin to convert or aid, abet or encourage the con- 
version of the grain which God: has given to feed the hungry, 
into a poison that is ruinous to both soul and body in time and 
in eternity. 

8. Itis asin to spend for whisky the money with which we 
should pay our just debts, provide for our families and other- 
wise honor God by sustaining his cause in our own and other 
lands. 

9. It isa sin to neglest using any proper means in our power 

to arrest and drive from our land this monster curse of drink- 
ing, drunkeness and drunkard making, . 

Thousands already feel the punishment here for these sins, 
but unless they repent and forsake,,them what an awful doom 
_ awaits them. in the world to come,
